Jan. 31.—The imperial 
diet was dissolved today following 
scenes of the greatest disorder in 
which water flasks were thrown and 
fists used. 
The disturbance resulted 
from attempts of the opposition to 
interpellate the government regard­ 
ing the attempted wrecking of a 
train at Nagoya carrying opposition 
leaders to Tokio. 
The turbulent scenes w*hich oc­ 
curred in the lower house made fur­ 
ther business impossible. 
The outburst came shortly after 
the representatives had taken their 
seats upon the resumption of the 
diet session. 
Interpellating the government in 
connection with the train wreck in 
which three prominent opposition 
leaders escaped injury, although the 
locomotive of their train was dam­ 
aged, the foes of Premier Kiyoura 
and his newly installed cabinet de­ 
manded that the premier reply per­ 
sonally. 
Kiyoura, however, refused to rise. 
Great disoorder immediately 
en­ 
sued, amid which Kcnjiro Komatsu, 
minister of communications and a 
member of the house of peers, at­ 
tempted to reply to the interpella­ 
tions. 
In the confusion an agitator, 
not a member of the diet, rushed to 
the platform and thrust Komatsu 
aside.

now God s way a uprightness has 
been disclosed without any reference 
to law, though the Law 
and 
the 
Prophets bear witness to it. 
It is 
God’s way of uprightness and comes 
| through having faith in Jesus Christ, 
i and It is for all who have faith, with- 
; out distinction. For all men sin and 
come short of the glory of Gpd, but 
j by his mercy they are made upright 
| for nothing, by the deliverance secur­ 
ed through Christ Jesus. 
For God 
showed him publicly dying as a sacri­ 
fice of reconciliation to be taken ad­ 
vantage of through faith. 
This was 
to vindicate his own justice (for in 
I his forbearance, God 
passed 
over 
; men’s former sins)—to vindicate his 
justice at the present time, and show 


being circumcised, have faith and so 
are credited with uprightness, and 
the forefather of those circumcised 
persons who not only share his cir- 
cumcison but follow our forefather 
Abraham’s example in the faith ha 
had before he was circumcised. 
For the promise made to Abraham 
and his descendants that the world 
should belong to him did not come 
to him or his descendants through 
the Law, but through the uprightness 
that resulted from his faith.

For he is the father of 
all of us; as the Scripture says, “I 
have made you the father of many 
nations.” The promise is guaranteed 
in the very sight of God in whom he 
had faith, who can bring the dead 
to life and call into being what does 
not exist. Abraham, hoping against 
hope, had faith, and so became the 
father of many nations, In fulfilment 
of the Scripture, “So countless shall 
your descendants be”. His faith did 
not weaken, although he realized that
